Forced Shipments Steal Lucre 
from Growers’ Pockets.

When Will Southern Califor- 
nia Producers Get Wise? 


This year’s shipments of citrus fruits 
from Southern California have totaled 
to date 480 cars, of which 3720 cars 
were oranges and 620 cars were lemons. 
Last year season's figures were 3674 
cars of oranges and 323 cars of lemons, 
a@ total of #07 cars. The excess of the 
season 1905-6 over 1904-5 to date is 333 
cars, of which # are oranges and 297 
are lemons. 

But this season's orange crop for 
Southern California has been smaller 
than last season's by from 16 to 20 per 
cent., as far as money receipts are con- 
cerned—the result of mall sizes prin- 
cipally; the recent cold snap, according 
to reports made by selling agents, did 
not affect any appreciable proportion 
of the crop unpicked to that date. 

Where last season's navels ran from 
96 to 126 to the box, this season's ran 
so much smaller that from 150 to 206 


were required to fill a box; conse- 
quently, the measures from 15 to 
20 per cent. by the standard of 
returns.

little life was left in him William W. 
Boswell, a mining man widely known 
in Southern California, reeeived in- 
juries from which he died Wednesday. 

It happened Tuesday morning at 
Julian, San Diego county. It was at 
the mine of the Julian Consolidated 
Mining Company of which Mr. Boswe!! 
was superintendent. Sidney Pettit, a 

t. 

The company was engaged in running 
a drift, or tunnel from the bottom of 
one shaft to the bottom of another over 
500 feet distant. The tunnel was about 
six feet high and four feet wide. This 
level tunnel was being bored from the 
new shaft toward the old one. From 
| the old one was an old tunnel running 

toward the new one but at an upward 
‘slant. The new tunnel had reached a 
point where it was about three fect be- 
low the old one. 

THE TRAGEDY IN THE TUNNEL 

At 7 o'clock Tuesday morning Boswell 
and several men started to place 
timbers. These consist of two posts 
of twelve inches or more in diameter 
placed upright one on each side of the 
tunnel opposite each other and a cap 
lying across and resting on the tons 
of the posta. 

Boswell had his arm about a post 
which he had placed in position and 
was holding. Pettit was placing the 
other post in position. Just then the 
cave came. 

Tons of earth, timber and boulders 
came down. The débris threw Pettit 
to a prostrate position and killed him 
instantly. Boswell

his arm still about the post caught 
as in a vise. 

Robert Walker, a miner, had a foot 
caught in the falling earth and timbers, 
but managed within a few minutes 
to wrench it loose. 
| For nine hours the victim and res- 
|cuers suffered tortures of suspense. 
The operation of freeing Boswell from 
the earth, timbers and boulders that 
hemmed him in required all the skill 
of experienced miners working only 
one at a time in shifts of two or three 
minutes each and the greatest 
difficulty. 

PITIFUL ECONOMY OF AIR. 

In the cramped space they worked, 
exercising the greatest economy of the 
pitifully small supply of air which one 
of their number faning vigorously was 
able to force to the shut-in place where 
they were digging desperately to re- 
— Boswell from his precarious situ- 
at ; 

Even the candles were used sparingly 
so that the precious oxygen might be 
exhausted as slowly as possible.
